STABBED TO DEATH. 

Joss Puckett Kills Henry Single- 
ton. Quarrel Over Fifty 



Henry Singleton ia dead and 
Jewte PoMsWtt is m the county 
jail charged with his murder, as 
a result, according u> reports, of 
a dispute over fifty cents. 

Both men were employes of the 
Mengei Box Co. At the noon 
hour Mondav they are said to 
have quarreled over the trifling 
sum mentioned and a fight fol- 
lowed. Singleton ia alleged to 
have attacked Puckett with a 
small chair or stool, whereupon, 
to defend himself, Puckett drew 
his knife ami stubbed his an- 
tagonist one time, the blade en- 
tering Singleton s breast just be- 
low the heart. After receiving 
the wound he lived until 4:30. 

Puckett, excited, left the mill 
and when officers Learned of the 
tragedy, he w;us not to be found. 
They learned he had been seen 
in the vicinity of Kast Hickman, 
and an hour later was taken by 
K. V. Putnam and Walter Hol- 
land, who brought him back to 
town in their car and turned 
him over to the officers. Puckett 
claims he was not trying to es- 
cape and had decided to come to 
town and give up when accosted 
by Meters. Putnam ami Holland. 
He waa placed in jail to await 
preliminary hearing, which will 
be had before County Judge 
Stahr Saturday morning. 

Henry Singleton was about 20 
years old and married. He had 
lived here for several years and 
ia quite well known. His moth- 
er and a brother and awter also 
reside here. His body was in- 
terred at the city cemetery Tu.-.s- 
daj afternoon. 

Puckett, a son of Clay Puckett, 
is a mere boy — lacking four days 
of beiug 18 years old at the time

K. Wiley, Commissioner of Pub- 
lie Roads, who rau down to Ful- 
ton County last month, met with 
and incidentlV stated before the 
Fiscal Court that we had the beat 
dirt roads in Kentucky, writes us 
as follows concerning the inter- 
state-seat highway system :

No doubt the Fiscal 
Court of anv county would be 
glad to surface with some sort 
• nf material all the roads of the 
county in one vear, but such is 
iinpoiisil>U with the limited fNstl 
at their dispossl. It, therefor*-., 
resolves itself into building first 
the main roads because they ac- 
coinuiodate the greatest number 
•a* people and the people demand 
that the main roads shall be kept 
in good condition. 

When aid for the building of 
public roads is given by s State, 
they usually designate a system 
of roads upon which to expend the 
money, the idea being to lay out 
a .s\ stem which accommodates the 
>?rvate*.t number of people and can 
be built in a stated numU-r < I 
years with the funds available. 
Kentucky adopted the inter-coun- 
ty^seat system which comprises ;i 
bout eight thousand mile*, other 
States have the same system or 
else what is N-mifd it "s\sNm of 
Roads." The inter county-seat 
system usually comprises about 
twice the mileage of the usual 
system of roads as outlined in 
States and consequently 
more people yet require* 
►nger to build. 

"Statistics show that the inter- 
county-seat system will accommo- 
date about ninety p»-r cent of the 
traffic of the county, the people 
living on secondary roads will 
in motit cases travel over one of 
the inter-county-eest roads hi the 
transaction ef tjo-ir business af- 
fairs.
